Maximum penalty on conviction 
is a five-year prison term and fine 
of $2000 on each count.

MOSCOW, Oct. 23 (AP). — Fin- 
land. and Soviet Russia today re- 
sumed negotiations initiated . by 
Russia as part of a drive for in- 
creasei dominance over her North- 
ern European neighbors. 

The Finnish delegation, headed 
by Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, con- 
ferred at the Kremlin for two and 
a half hours after returning this 
morning from Helsinki. 

The Finns were believed to be 
resigned to granting some island 
concessions to the Soviet Union, 
but observers expected them to 
prove stubborn if the question of 
placing’ Russian troops on.

Early Winter Floods. 

It was announced previously that 
early winter floods aided France's 
“super-guerrilla” war against Ger-

Apparently pointing to a vontin- 
ued lack of large scale military ac- 
tivity was a war ministry announce- 
ment that beginning Nov. 1 men 
with France’s armed forces would 
be granted 10 days’ leave for every 
four months of service. 

An extra three days was promised 
men who received decorations or 
in specia) cases involving deaths | 
or births in their families. Men 
mobilized behind the lines will re- 
ceive eight days’ vacation. 

During the World War leaves 
were granted only after a year of 
active service. 

Withdrawal of French 
across their border along most of 
the Northern end of the front re- 
Jjaxed pressure on Saarbruecken, 
rich German industrial center 
threatened from three sides since 
early days of the war. 

The French said, however, the 
city still was dominated by their ar- 
tillery near Forbach and by ‘roops 
on two smal! heights in the Warndt 
Forest. These heights, southwest 
of Saarbruecken, are the only po- 
sitions on German soil now occu- 
pied by their forces, the French 
said. 

How Heavy Rains Aid French. 

Heavy rains, which sent the Blies 
River out of its banks and washed 
out bridges east of Saarbruecken, 
contributed to the natural strength 
of positions established by the 
French to meet German attempts 
to cross the border. 

Small streams overflowed else- 
where along the entire northern 
end of the front between the Mo-! 
selle and Rhine rivers, curtailing 
military activities. At some points, 
French artillery kept up sporadic 
fire on German communication | 
lines. | 

Some French sources expressed 
belief a Berlin conference of Adolf, 
Hitler with Nazi leaders might end 
in a' decision to attempt a big of- 
fensive against the Maginot line. 
Most quarters expressed the opin- 
ion, however, the Germans would 
concentrate on intensifying subma- 
rine and aerial] attacks to break the 
British blockade.

Crews’ Quarters Shelled. 

“One struck the crew's quarters, 
almost cutting in half Joseph Le- 
Maou, an 18-year-old apprentice 
seaman,” he said, 

LeMaou was the only one lost in 
the sinking, his body being left 


aboard the slowly sinking tanker. 


One other crew member suffered a 
head injury from shell fire, but re- 


covered after treatment aboard the 
‘Black Hawk. 


“I hailed the submarine after the 


first burst of shell fire,” Capt. An- 
drade said, “and asked permission 
to take my men off beforg the ship 
was sunk. The German commander 
granted this permission, und all 39 


of us crowded into the one life- 


more than 31 hours we floated be- 
fore the Black Hawk picked us up. 
We had plenty of rood and water.” 

After the crew had taken to its 
single boat, the German undersea 
craft swung across the Emile Mi- 
guet’s bow, within a hundred yards 
of the ship, before firing a tor- 
pedo that struck amidship. The 
tanker buckled in the middle, in 
fact, almost broke in half, but re- 
mained afloat. 

Didn’t Catch Fire at Once. 

Even then the Emile Miguet did 
not catch fire immediately, and 
Capt. Andrade expressed the opin- 
ion that the U-boat, which hurried 
off as if in search of another ship, 
returned later to fire an incendiary 
shell into the sh'p. At least, the 
survivors saw a tremendous red 
glare light the sky later that night. 


The length of time before the 
tanker caught fire occasioned some 
surprise here, for it was carrying

GEN. ABE OF JAPAN KILLED 
IN MANCHOUKUO BORDER WAR 


Ashes of Third-High Ranking Of- 
ficer to Fall in Asiatic Fighting 
Returned to Homeland. 


TOKYO, Oct. 23: (AP), —. The 
death of Major-General Katsuji 
Abe on the disputed frontier be- 
tween Outer Mongolia and Man- 
choukuo was disclosed today with 
the arrival of his ashes at the 
Port of Shimonoseki. 

Gen. Abe was the third high- 
ranking officer to die in Japanese 
service on the mainland of Asia 
since 1937. Two others were killed

Only One Ship Struck. 
No ship, the British said, has been 
hit by. bomb except the cruiser 
Southampton, Oct, 16, at Rosyth. 
This was described as a kind of 
glancing blow and the bomb did not 
actually explode on deck, although 
there were casualties and a hole 
was knocked in the superstructure. 
The training ship Iron Duke was 
damaged Oct. 17 when bombs fell 
near it. ° 
These actions, it was said, repre- 
sent the first test between modern 
bombers and ships protected by 
modern aircraft guns and fighting 
planes. 
“We mustn't assume,” a British 
naval expert asserted, “that this is 
the end of the air chapter, but the 
beginning has been very. favorable 
from our point of view.” 

Summary of Air Activity. 

The Air Ministry issued the fol- 

lowing series of communications 
on aerial warfare activity last 
night: 
1. “Unidentified aircraft were ob- 
served off the east coast this 
morning flying northwards. Pre- 
cautionary measures were taken 
including the dispatch of fighter 
aircraft of the R A R and the 
sounding of an air raid warning in 
part of the . northeastern... area 
(Yorkshire and Lincolnshire). 

2. “None of the aricraft observed 
off the east coast this morning 
dropped bombs or crossed the coast, 
and all-clear signals were given 
within an hour of the warnings.

(4) “Since the attack of the con- 
voy in the North Sea yesterday in 
which four enemy raiders were 
brought down, five German airmen 
have been picked up and landed 
at Grimsby by trawlers. 

Five Flyers Picked Up. 
“Two were brought ashore by one 
trawler—both badly injured. Three 
others were picked up by another 
trawler from a rubber boat early 
this morning, one of them being 
injured.” 

(5) “The enemy aircraft shot 
down this afternoon fell into the 
sea and a collapsible boat is said 
to have been seen leaving the 
wreck.” 

The flyers picked up were re- 
ported to be suffering from immer- 
sion and shock. They had. not been 
wounded by bullets. The éldest of 
the group was 25. Two spoke En- 
glish. 

An official account of the clash 
between the British convoy and 
German bombing planes in the 
North Sea Saturday said that from 
time to time during the morning 
enemy planes had been sighted 
scouting under cover of low clouds.

The Federal grand jury investiga- 
tion of union jurisdictional dis- 
putes and alleged racketeering, and 
their effect on interstate Commerce, 
turned today to the neon sign busi- 
ness in St. Louis. The grand jury 
nas gompleted the first phase of its 
work, an inquiry into the jurisdic- 
tonal row of union carpenters and 
machinists at Anheuser-Busch, Inc, 

G. A. Levy, whose neon sign firm 
last January sued another sign 
company and the business agents 

of four American Federation of La- 

bor unions for $50,000, charging a 
consp’sacy to put the Levy concern 
out of business, appeared at the 
Federal Building today with his 
attorney, M. W. Cramer, and will be 
g witness before the grand jury. 

Subpenas have been suppressed 
by United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis as a protection 
for witnesses, and it could not be 
determined whether the inquiry 
would go back to 1937, when the 
beginning of a jurisdictional fight 
between A. F. of L. electricians 
and sign hangers, was signaled by 
the bombing of sign firms. The 
late Arthur Schading, chief busi- 
ness agent of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union, was questioned re- 
peatedly by police in those days, 
but maintained he knew nothing of 
he bombings. 

Levy’s Deposition. 

Levy, in a deposition in his law 
suit, quoted Gail Gibson, business 
agent of the Sign Hangers’ Union, 
as having asserted that the neon 
sign business was being “cleaned 
up, so that eventually there would 
be only six or seven concerns left.” 
Levy asserted that the business 
agent added he “couldn’t tell” what 
would become of small concerns, 
such as Levy's.

Little Change in Senate Lineup. 


In this the fourth week of the 
neutrality bill debate there is no 
reason to suppose that there has 
been any substantial shift in votes 
from the first day when the con- 
troversy began in the Senate. Ad- 
ministration leaders are sticking 
to their figure of 65 votes in favor 
of the. administration measure and 
private polls tends to confirm this. 

Originally isolationists had said 
that consideration of the bill with 
amendments would take five to 
six weeks. The real reason why 
they now are willing to end the 
fight after a week more, with lit- 
tle discussion of amendments, is 
understood to be the situation in 
the House, 

The Senate debate, as the isola- 
tionists see it, may not have moved 
any considerable number of Sen- 
ators to change their stand, but it 
has taken its effect in the House. 
Public opinion has been aroused 
by -the isolationists, it is argued, 
and the House, more sensitive to 
the mail and telegram verdict from 
the country, is today very evenly 
divided on the embargo question. 
‘While they will not be quoted for 
publication, the isolationists be- 
lieve that they may even have a 
majority against repeal in the 
House. At any rate, they feel that 
anti-repeal sentiment is now at its 
height and that to delay longer is 
to risk a shift in sentiment, Pri- 
vately also administration leaders 
admit that they are worried about 
the outcome of the bill in the House. 


Clark Attacks War Book. 


Democratic rights guaranteed un- 
der the Constitution will disappear 
if the United States is drawn into 
the European war, Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark (Dem.), Missouri, told 
the Senate today in discussing mo- 
bilization day plans which he 
charged were being kept secret by 
the War Department. 

Basic details of the plan to “con- 
vert the United States into a to- 
talitarian regime” are contained, 
Clark said, in a book called “Ad- 
justing Your Business to War,” by 
Leo M. Cerne, with a foreword by 
Assistant Secretary of War Louis 
Johnson. 

Clark charged that Cerne, whose 
book was privately circulated 
among subscribers to a tax re- 
search institute, had the advice and 
assistance of Johnson and acting 
Secretary of the Navy Edison. He 
was provided with quarters in the 
War Department, according to 
Clark, who read excerpts from the 
book showing controls that would 
be applied to labor and industry, 

Majority leader Barkley denied 
Clark’s charges, saying he had tele- 
phoned to Johnson and Secretary 
of War Woodring and that they 
had both denied the book had any 
official character. They denied, too, 
according to Barkley, that Cerne 
had been given the facilities of the 
Department. 


Mobilization Day Plan. 


Clark insisted nevertheless that 
the book presented an outline of 
the mobilization day plan, taken 
section by section from the docu- 
ment that is not available to the 
public. In essence, he said, this 
plan is not different from the M- 
day plan of 1933 which the Seriate 
Munitions Committee investigated 
some years ago. Clark took an ac- 
tive part in that investigation. 

“Make no mistake as t6 the in- 
clusiveness of this planning,” Clark 
said, warning that sympathy for 
one side or the other in the present 
war would lead us into the conflict. 
“Men and women in every industry 
and in every agricultural pursuit 
are covered in this program in the 
greatest detail.” 

Several administration Senators 
took issue with Clark in his discus- 
sion of the Cerne book and the de-

Wife Said She Shot Man 
Who Attacked Husband.

Kirkwood police related the 
account of the shooting that the 
two had given them-—that Proctor 
and George H. Miller drove into 
the Pennisi driveway, shouted that 
they were going to. kill Pennisi 
and begaii to beat him, and that 
Mrs. Pennisi obtained a revolver in 
the house and shot Proctor as the 
men were struggling. 

The-only other witness was Mil- 
ler, who ran away after the shoot- 
ing and was found later in his 
home at 2048A East Prairie avenue. 
Miller testified that he and Proctor 
had gone to the Pennisi home to 
pay “a social visit,” after having 
several drinks of beer and gin at 
taverns. Both formerly had worked 
for Pennisi, an excavating contrac- 
tor. 

After the two had sat in their 
automobile talking to Pennisi for 
a time, Miller continued, he got out 
of the car; and as he walked 
around the back he heard a shot 
and saw a pistol in Pennisi’s hand. 
A moment later Mrs. Pennisi ran 
from the house with a shotgun and 
a girl with a rifle, Miller said, and 
he ran away. 

Under questioning by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Hugh Elliott, 
Miller admitted that the details 
were not clear in his mind. 

“I may have been a little too 
much under the influence of liquor 
to know exactly what happened,” 
he explained. “I was a little 
wobbly.”

RESUME PARLEY ON 
SOVIET DEMANDS 
Continued From Page One. 


pressed belief it would not try to 
push Finland too far and risk war 
with its northern neighbor. 

On the other hand, Finland was 
said to be prepared to yield some- 
what to the Soviet’s demands, pos- 
sibly by allowing fortification of is- 
lands in the Gulf of Finland. 

Army Mission in Kaunas. 

Meanwhile, ‘a Tass (Russian of- 
ficial news agency) dispatch from 
Kaunas said a Soviet military mis- 
sion had arrived in the Lithuanian 
capital. Under a recent pact, Rus- 
sia was granted the right to station 
troops in that country, which bor- 
ders Germany. 

It also was announced here the 
newly appointed Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Tokyo had departed for Ja- 
pan. Japanese circles in Moscow 
said everything on the outer Mon- 
golian-Manchoukuoan frontier re- 
mained quiet following the recent 
armistice. 

Russian attention was. directed 
also to two other fruits of the new 
Soviet diplomacy. 

Informed sources said the pur- 
pose of a decision to send Ivan T. 
Tevosyan, Commissar of Shipbuild- 
ing, to Berlin as head of an eco- 
nbmic mission was to study the ex- 
port of German machinery and 
manufactured goods to Russia, 
thus complementing the work of a 
German delegation here. 

Dr. Karl Ritter, head of a Ger- 
man economic delegation which has 
been conferring here on trade ex- 
changes, flew back to Berlin yes- 
‘terday to report to Adolf Hitler. 
The rest of the mission stayed to 
continue talks with Soviet officials, 
and some sources said any obstacles 
to trade probably goon would be 
ironed out. 

Ukraine Plebiscite Watched. 

Although a vote almost 100 per 
cent favorable to Russia was re- 
garded by observers as a foregone 
conclusion, officials were attentive 
to voting yesterday in Russian-oc- 
cupied Ukraine and White Russian 
regions of Poland to decide wheth- 


jer they want to join the U.S.S.R. 


The voting was confined, appar- 
ently, to lists of advocates of join- 
ing Russia. Opponents had only 
the alternative of scratching out 
names of those nominees. 


At Helsinki; Finland, it was said 
the mission to Moscow probably 
would present today counterpro- 
posals decided on when the mis- 
sion went home after a first series 
of discussions with Soviet leaders. 
Neither the details of the Russian 
\proposals nor the Finnish answer 
‘has been disclosed. 

Meanwhile, there was no relaxa- 
tion of intense preparations for

No official reply will be made to 
Grew’s speech before the America- 
Japan ‘Society. last ‘Thursday, in 
which he said Americans objected 
to the “manifold interference” of 
the Japanese army with American 
tights in China. 

Yakichiro Suma, new Foreign Of- 


ference that no official cognizance 
would be taken because Grew’s re- 
marks were delivered unofficially. 
He confirmed plans for talks soon 
between Grew~ and Foreign Min- 
ister Kichisaburo Nomura, but said 
he did not know what was on the 
agenda. 


Effort at Understanding. 

Suma. described Grew’ & speech as 
“an energetic effort” to create un- 
derstanding between the two coun- 
tries, and remarked, “Such straight- 
forwardness in the presentation of 
American views will be much ap- 
preciated.” 

He took strong issue, however, 
with Grew’s statement that Ameri- 
can public opinion on the Far East- 
ern problem is well informed. 

“My experience,” Suma said, “has 
shown a deplorable ignorance of 
the Chinese-Japanese question, even 
among American circles which 
should be considered well informed. 

“While it is true that I have met 
many Americans who are fully in 
touch with the situation, I would 
say the great majority is entirely 
ignorant of it.” 

The spokesman also said that 
Grew, in describing the American 
opinion toward Japan, had failed to 
note that much _ anti-Japanism 
stemmed from sentimentalism and 
emotionalism. 

Prejudice Against Japan. 

“There is a strong tendency 
among many Americans to condemn 
in advance any Japanese action or 
anything Japanese merely on the 
ground that it is Japanese,” ob- 
served Suma. 

Despite this sentiment, Suma 
said, he had met scores of Ameri- 
cans, particularly business men 
who were eager to see relations 
smoothed. , 

“T have heard all the talk and 
planning about boycotts and em- 
bargoes,” continued Suma. “Em- 
bargo is easy to talk about, but I 
know many American business men 
who realize the dangers and are

Britain Studies How Dominions 


Can Make Supplies for Land War 


Due to Great Mobility of English Army, Large 
Outlay of Mechanized Equipment 
Is Needed.

N the last war the Dominions’ 
| Premiers formed an imperial 

war cabinet, but this will not be 
repeated now as the Dominions 
have become independent mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth in the 
meantime. Their representatives 
will remain here for the duration 
of the war with authority to speak 
for their Governments on vital 
questions of strategy, supply and 
policy. 

Undoubtedly one of the first ques- 
tions that will be discussed will be 
whether Great Britain, with the 
‘Dominions’ help, can develop the 
‘land war to the same extent as the 
‘air and sea war. That would 
mean that three different’ services, 
each requiring complicated and 
expensive equipment, would have 
to be supplied by British indus- 
tries. 

How much of these supplies can 
‘the Dominions provide? This point 
‘is one of the most important as 
‘the British Government probably 
‘has decided that Britain must 
‘make an effort on land compar- 
jable to that at sea and in the air. 
'Army’s High Mobility. 

As Britain’s army is highly mo- 
bile in contrast to French “fortress” 
|troops, that means a much greater 
‘outlay of mechanized equipment 
‘and, when the offensives really 
develop, much heavier losses for 
| the British army which must coun- 


iter or move up against the Ger-' 


'man offensives. 

| There is really serious doubt in 
the minds of many experts here— 
especially the neutrals—whether

Services in Memory of King Albert 
Who Ordered Line Held at 
All Costs. 


BRUSSELS, Oct. 23 (AP).—Bel- 
gium commemorated yesterday the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the bat- 
tle of Yser Canal which saved the 
last corner of the country from 
German invasion in the World War. 

There were services in memory 
of the late King Albert and of all 
Belgian World War dead. Dele- 
gates of war veterans placed 
wreaths on the unknown soldier’s 
tomb, the tombs of King Albert 
and Queen Astrid, and on the mon- 
ument of.an unknown French sol- 
dier.

Our impression at the 
moment is that the activities of the 
infantry will be rather limited un- 
til spring and that the Germans 
probably will concentrate on Brit- 
ain’s home front during the next 
few months,

The Congress, or Nationalist par- 
ty, under the leadership of Mohan- 
das Ghandi, has adopted the ex- 
treme measure of calling on the 
eight’provincial governments which 
it controls to resign. Since the 
Congress dominates all but three of 


‘the governments of British India,

This political upheaval, coupled 
with the possfbility of a further 
Soviet effort to make India Com- 
munistic, presents a real problem 
to the mother country, which al- 
ready has its hands full in the war 
with Herr Hitler.

pended upon the citizens’ interest in the 
selection of the lawmakers. There is not 
an equally general acceptance of the com- 
panion truism as to civil employes. 

No one has ever doubted that our dual sys- 
tem of government, state and nation, in- 
volves us in many perplexing questions. 
From the point of view we are now dis- 
cussing this dual system means 49 separate 
civil service lists. There are even further 
complications. Our political life centers 
around local units, townships, cities, coun- 
ties, Only a few of the larger and more 
progressive cities have established civil serv- 
ice for themselves. There are not natianal 
civil service registers covering the entire 
United States. There is no transition ma- 
chinery whereby one may pass easily from 
county to county, state to state or into 
the Federal service. While ‘such arrange- 
ments might make government service more 
attractive to some, the disadvantages of cen- 
tralization counterbalance any such plan. 

There is one improvement, however, prac- 
ticable for immediate achievement. This is 
statewide civil service registers open to all 
counties and municipalities. We have seen 
state handling of roads supersede county 
handling and state direction of schools in- 
stall systems of examination for all teachers. 
Similarly, state registers might be set up 
to make available to the smaller govern- 
mental units the benefit of expert examina- 
tion and appraisal of the capacity of appli- 
cants for positions in the police, fire, street, 
utility, health and other services. 

It is quite obvious that the quality of the 
civil employe will not rise higher than the 
level of the group from which they are 
drawn, Our problem, then, is to see that the 
cream of available material moves toward 
government service, 

* s . 

Our first problem, therefore, is to provide 
an adequate supply of applicants for ap- 
pointment to government position. We have 
passed beyond the point where it is nec- 
essary to argue against the contention that 
political appointments are necessary to main- 
tain party organizations in large or small 
units. Party organization provides its own 
reward in the successful accomplishment of 
a program. If the organization is venal, 
offices will not cleanse or maintain it. Such 
a party machine lives on graft, not offices. 
The best policy today is a complete disre- 
gard of politics in the appointment of civil 
servants. 

But an adequate supply of properly 
equipped applicants is difficult to obtain. 
There are professional positions entrance

would take a greater interest in guiding their 
students toward public life. Likewise in the 
colleges, and high schools, the interest in 
public life is not as strong as one would 
like to see it. There is a growing tendency 
to broaden the number of and intensify the 
instruction in the courses on yovernment. 
If in addition to this the academic leaders 
will add their influence towards inducing 
young graduates to enter public life as a ca- 
reer, it will greatly assist in increasing the 
number of suitable applicants. 

We do not have an office-holding class in 
this country. The requirement of appor- 
tionment does much to minimize this danger 
in the Federal Government. For local gov- 
ernments, general interest will keep us 
free from such an ingrown bureaucracy. 
Though some sneer at those who make a pro- 
fession of the public service, I believe one 
finds in city, state and nation, as many fine 
examples of useful lives, proportionately, as 
in any other phase of human activity. To 
this opportunity for service, however, there 
must be added the chance for advancement 
to the highest honors, a dignity of position 
and a fair measure of security. In this way 
we will develop a true career service. 

A career service means a system that has 
the inherent capacity to grow within itself. 
Under Executive Order 7916 of June 24, 
1938, a director of personnel has been pro- 
vided for each department and independent 
establishment of the Federal Government. 
These directors compose the Federal Council 
of Personnel Administration. The director 
is charged with such system of training and 
management of personne! as the head of the 
department shall approve after consultation 
with the Civil Service Commission. As these 
plans will be also subjected to the criticism 
of the Council of Personal Administration, 
there is even hope that realization of their 
power for good will be accomplished quickly. 
Similar training should be provided by every 
metropolis and state. Already a large 
amount of work has been done by the coun- 
cil. Its opportunities for good are unlim- 
ited. By a system of intraining both state 
and Federal employes may continue to im- 
prove their ability to render effective 
service.

TANE GREY. WRITER 
AND SPORTSMAN. DIES 


Noted Author Succumbs 
Coronary Thrombosis at 
Age of 64.

ALTADENA, Cal., Oct. 23 (AP). 
—Zane Grey, noted writer and 
sportsman, died unexpectedly to- 
day at his home of a heart at- 
tack. He was 64 years old. 

Attending physicians said the 
author was suffering from coro- 


nary thrombosis. 

Grey attained fame and fortune 
through writing colorful novels of 
the West, many of which have 
been produced as motion pictures. 

His hobby was deep sea fishing 
and he spent many months in re- 
cent years following this sport in 
the South Seas. 

He was born Jan. 31, 1875, at 
Zanesville, O., which was named 
after ancestors of his mother, Alice 
Josephine Zane. 

He was graduated from Zanes- 
ville schools, and, in 1896, from the 
University -of Pennsylvania. He 
practiced dentistry in New York 
from 1898 until 1904. 

Published 50 Novels. 

With the publication of his first 
novel, “Betty Zane,” in 1904, he de- 
serted other fields for writing and 
achieved one of the most rapid and 
long-standing reputations as a writ- 
er of popular fiction in the na- 
tion’s history. 

Within 35 years he published 
more than 50 novels, most of them 
with heavy sales, 

Several of his books, such as 
“Riders of the Purple Sage,” “The 
Rainbow Trail” and “The Heritage 
of the Desert,” have become stand- 
ards of Western fiction. 

However, before he turned writ- 
er, six years of failure to make a 
satisfactory living as a professional 
man in New York brought Grey 
the realization he had chosen the 
wrong career. Then followed six 
or seven years more of vain toil 
and failure as an author. 

Rejection slips piled up in those 
early years. Encouragement came 
from virtually only two persons, a 
brother, and Lina Elise Roth, who 
later became his wife. 

First Sale in 1910. 

Grey wrote one early novel three 
times but got no encouragement 
from any publisher. Then in 1910 
Harpers published for him “The 
Heritage of the Desert” which 
paved the way for acceptance of 
“Riders of the Purple Sage” in 
1912, a work that sold almost a 


million copies, and forever ended 
|Grey’s financial problems. 

| The love of nature and the thrill 
of primitive life which character- 
ized nearly all of Grey’s works were 
his heritage from a hardy line of 
ancestors which traced back to Col. 
Ebenezer Zane, who, exiled from 
Denmark, crossed the Atlantic with 
William Penn. 

In Ohio during his youth, Grey 
was noted as a baseball player and 
it was his baseball prowess that 
caused him to enter Pennsylvania. 

The prosperity that came with 
“Riders of the Purple Sage” en- 
abled Grey to gratify his craving 
for travel and he came to know the 
wilds of Western America and the 
islands of the South Seas as well 
as any other writer. 

Of recent years Grey had lived 
most of the time at Altadena, and 
at Avalon, Cal. but he also main- 
tained his old home in Pennsyl- 
vania.

ASE N-155: Constance D., aged 28, is an efficient secretary of 
C average good looks and always well groomed. - 
“What can you advise for me, Dr. Crane?” she asks one of the 
most fundamental questions of our age. “I have few dates, no regular 
boy friend, and no immediate prospect of 
, marriage. Marjorie Hillis’ philosophy 
doesn’t provide me with any comfort, for I 
find that life can be quite empty despite 
numerous activities and outside interests. 
Half a dozen of my girl friends are con- 
fronted with this same dilemma, and I 
think it is also the unsolved problem of 
many unmarried women in our church 
choir and Bible class.

HE potato is a humble vege- 
table, but it has played an im- 
portgnt role in the nutrition of 
a large part of the world. It was 
introduced into Europe in the early 
part of the seventeenth century 
and, although it took some time for 
its cultivation to spread, this simple 
vegetable has saved millions from 
famine. © 

Because of the elements which it 
contains, it supplements meat in 
such a way that together they fur- 
nish a large part of food essentials. 
Of course, a meat and potato diet 
is not ideal, but as the foundation 
of the daily meal plan, its value 
can hardly be exceeded, 

In the past few years, since there 
has been so much in the interest-in 
reducing, potatoes are often spoken 
of as starchy and therefore weight 
producing foods. It is true that 
starch furnishes the largest part 
of the nutriment of potatoes, which, 
however, is over 78 per cent water 
and over 2 per cent protein, 1 per 
cent minerals and about 18 per 
cent starch. One medium-sized po-| 
tato gives about the same caloric 
value as one large orange, one-half 
inch slice of bread.or one broiled 
lamb chop. For the price we pay, 
potatoes contribute a large variety 
of the daily nutriment which we 
need. 

OVEN FRIED POTATOES. ; 
Wash, pare and cut potatoes in 
long thin strips as for French fried 
potatoes. Arrange in a greased! 
pie plate, dot with butter and bake 
in a moderate oven, 375 degrees 
Fahrenheit until well browned and 
tender. Raise temperature after 
half an hour if necessary to brown. 
POTATO PUFF WITH SAUSAGES 

Three cups hot riced potatoes. 

One-fourth cup milk. 

One-fourth cup melted butter. 

Salt, pepper. 

One onion, minced. 

One tablespoon minced green pep- 
per or parsley. 

One to one and one-half pounds 
link sausages. 

Beat potatoes with milk, butter, 
seasonings, onion, green pepper or 
parsley. If too dry, add more milk. 
Arrange potatoes in an oven-proof 
casserole. Place sausages on top 
of potatoes. Bake in a hot oven, 
425 degrees Fahrenheit for 25 
minutes, until sausages are brown 
and crisp.

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A Massage in 
Treating Feet 


It Is Well-Established Prin- 
ciple of Medical Practice,

OOT MASSAGE: Do the ma- 
FF chines to manipulate feet do 
any good? 

Certainly. Massage is a well- 
established principle of medical 
treatment. When I was at the San 
Francisco Fair recently I thought 
one day my feet were going to 
drop off from sheer fatigue. I 
stopped at one of those machines, 
put my feet on a platform and a 
dime in the slot and got such a 
shaking as I haven’t had in years. 
Afterwards I felt as spry as a 10- 
year-old. 

Concerning the foot doctor in 
Canada who treats all ailments by 
simple momentary manipulation of 
the feet, an orthopedic friend of 
mine heard so much about him that 
he decided to go to consult him in- 
cognito. When he left home he was 
scornful. He returned, if not com- 
pletely converted, at least partially 
convinced. He walked into another 
orthopedic surgeon’s office and said 
he would show him what the doc- 
tor did.

Treatment of Burns: Is tannic 
acid treatment recommended for 
burns and why? 

Yes, in certain types of burns 
compound solution of tannic acid is 
very valuable, and the treatment of 
choice. Prior to the introduction of 
this treatment, in 1925, burns in- 
volving more than one-third of the 
body surface were invariably fatal. 
With tannic acid treatment lives 
are saved with burns involving half 
the body surface. To explain the 
nothing less than marvelous life- 
saving qualities of tannic acid 
treatment, recourse must be had 
to the concept of “white bleeding” 
—the loss of an excessive amount 
of serum from the circulating blood 
into the exudate of the burn. It 
has been found that plasma may 
he lost to the extent of 60 per cent 
of that normally in the body. The 
tannic acid “seals” the burned area 
and prevents this loss. A five per 
cent solution of tannic acid in 
physiologic salt solution, or Ring- 
er’s solution, is sprayed on the 
burned area with an atomizer.
